Sparks fly at 


Emotions were rumning high at the 
Boyne City City Commission meet- 
ing on Tuesday, as more than 60 citi- 
zens called for the commission and 
city manager to answer a host of ques- 
tions, from why former city clerk/as- 
sistant city manager was recently de- 
moted to assistant city clerk, to a de- 
mand for details on the recent six- 
month extension to the city manager's 
contract. 

Those seeking answers left, how- 
ever, knowing little more than when 
they came. 

The proverbial can of worms was 
opened early in the meeting, when 
Boyne City resident Linda Hall took 
advantage of her place on the agenda 
to address the contract extension 
granted two weeks ago to city man- 
ager Eric Strahl. 

The extension came just days prior 
to Strahl’s taking disciplinary action 
in demoting Hobbs, a 17-year city 
employee, on Aug. 19. 

To Hall, that action could not pass 
without a response, denouncing both 
Strahl and the commission for allow- 
ing the incident to take place, and also 
took the community, herself included, 
to task. “When you have this kind of 
a breakdown... we as a group have 
failed,” Hall said, adding that it is her 
intention to form a citizens’ group to 
keep a closer eye on city workings. 

In addition to Hobbs’ demotion, 
Hall also spoke about an incident fol- 
lowing the recent tornado cleanup 
involving city employees being inves- 
tigated for having taken wood, an ac- 
tion for which they were, by all ac- 
counts, given permission by their di- 
rect supervisors. 

Details on the incident are unavail- 
able because, according to city attor- 
ney James J. Murray, the allegations 
are currently under investigation by 
the Antrim County Prosecutor's Of- 
fice, having been turned over by city 
authorities. 

Though city employees at 


cided that the most productive thing 
for all involved would be for him to 
simply step down from both the com- 
mission and the Eeastiell committee 
position. 

The bandshell resignation was a 
tough one for Hammond, being a 
chief proponent for many years of the

Tuesday's meeting produced letters 
from Charlevoix County Prosecutor 
Mary Beth Kur stating that any po- 
tential charges had been dropped, 
Murray informed the audience that 
Kur had told him personally that the 
case had been turned over to the 
Antrim County Prosecutor's office, in 
the interest of keeping the investiga- 
tion in the hands of an “impartial 
party.” 

According to Hall, the incident 
speaks ultimately to poor manage- 
ment, a sentiment apparently sup- 
ported by those who packed the au- 
dience. Many voiced support for both 
Hobbs and the city workers, calling 
for the commission to take action. 

The commission, however, accord- 
ing to Murray, is unable to become 
involved with personnel issues at the 
discretion of the city manager’s 
judgement 

In addition, due to possible litiga- 
tion, the commission was not free, 
Murray said, to respond to questions 
on the matter. Commission Vicki 
Standen did say, however, that in re- 
gard to the investigation involving 
DPW employees, “I wish this had 
never happened. I wish it had been 
handled in-house. But the fact is, it is 
in the legal system now.” 

And the way it looks, more legal 
issues might be facing the city. 

A visibly-moved Hobbs stated that 
she was “almost overwhelmed” by 
the outpouring of support, adding 
“T’ve had a rough week.” 

“It will break my heart if I have to 
fight the city,” Hobbs said. “But if you 
hear something down the road, I 
didn’t want to do it, but I have to pro- 
tect myself.” The audience responded 
to Hobbs comments with a standing 
ovation. 

No action was taken by the :com- 
mission at the meeting, though it ap- 
pears the issue is. far from over. “We 
are not just angry,” Hall said of the 
citizens, ““we’re committed.”

Each year, the City of Boyne City recognizes efforts to better the city 
through the awarding of the Marvin Loding Community Pride Awards. 
Given in four categories, residential, industrial. business, and ‘community 
spirited,” the award was established in 1986 to honor Marvin Loding. who 
served the city in various forms throughout his lifetime, including as an 
alderman, mayor pro-tem of the first City Commission, mayor, planning 
commissioner, and Charlevoix County commissioner. The awards are given 
annually to honor those who take pride in the appearance of their home, 
business, or industry, as well as to recognize a community-spirited indi- 
vidual or group that exhibits outstanding community involvement, civic 
contributions, leadership qualities, and special contributions to the city. 

THE RESIDENTIAL AWARD was bestowed upon Garry and Ruth 
Evans, for their recently remodeled home at 607 S. Park St. An older 
home which previously belonged to the Evans’ children, the structure un- 
derwent major renovations in the last year since the couple moved in and 
decided they needed a larger garage. From there, a decision was made to 
tedo the roof lines for a better tie-in; the project snowballed to include a 
whole new look, including a wrap-around porch and landscaping. 

The couple was surprised by but delighted with the award, credit local 
remodelers Dave Mittig and Lee Kauranen, owners of New Vision, LLC, 
with taking their ideas and making them a reality. 

TAKING THE HONOR in the business category was Sunburst Ma- 
rine West, located at the corner of Water and Lake streets in downtown 
Boyne City.

(Editor’s note: This story about 
Thelma Behling was first published 
in June, 1994.) 


Just cali her “Mom.” 

That's what thousands of Boyne 
City students did. 

“Mom” is Thelma Behling. 

This grandmother, who some say 
raised three generations of Boyne 
City students during her more than 
30-year career as a school nurse, now 
leads a city government she joined 
about two decades ago. 

“T love Boyne City,” Mrs. Behling 
said. And it’s probably safe to say, 
Boyne City loves her. 

Mrs. Behling’s roots run deep in 
Boyne City. She lives in the house on 
Division Street she bought in 1944. 
It’s the same house her parents were 
married in, back in 1909. The judge 
who married them owned the house 
at the time. 

A graduate of the Hurley School of 
Nursing in Flint, which is now a part 
of the University of Michigan, Mrs. 
Behling served as a nurse in World 
War II. After her stint in the service, 
she came back to northem Michigan 
and worked as supervisor of surgery 
for the Little Traverse Bay hospital. 

Then in 1954 she was hired as 
school nurse in Boyne City. Her fel- 
low nurses at the hospital started mak- 
ing bets among themselves on how 
long she would be able to handle the 
job before she would return. 

They all lost money. The job was 
perfect for her. 

“T lost a child and I needed kids,’ 
said Mrs. Behling, who has one son, 
Mark, who lives in Boyne City.‘*The 
job filled that. I got as much from the 
children as I was able to give them.’ 
The school nurse job “wasn’t that 
hard physically, but you’d come home 
emotionally drained from hearing 
about all the kids’ problems,” she 
said. 

Many of those same students who 
she helped in school, still call her 
secking advice. ‘A lot of kids got used 
to ‘asking Mrs. Behling’ and they've 
gotten used to it as adults,” she said. 

She also has former students come 
up to her when she’s out and about 
and ask her if she remembers them. 
While she may not know their first 
name (former students with beards are 
really tough) she always remembers 
what family they belong to. 

As you would expect, she is invited 
to many weddings and graduations. 
So many in fact, that’s when she buys 
a gift, she doesn’t by just one, she 
buys six. 

Mrs. Behling’s husband Marshall 
was also important to Boyne City 
children. The Behlings were married 
38 years before his death in 1985. 

“Every kid who grew up in north 
Boyne loved Marshall,”* Mrs. Behling 
said. The couple owned the Behling’s 
Corner market, now Par-T-Pac, for 27 
years and he was always there to help 
kids, whether it was giving them pen- 
nies for candy, or finding them cloth- 
ing. 

“He was big-hearted,” Mrs. 
Behling said. In his business, he ex- 
tended credit to many customers, but 
never billed them. He just relied on 
them. paying. “He always said, 
‘They'll pay when they have it,’”’ Mrs. 
Behling said. 

While a member of the Boyne City 
Commission for nearly 20 years, Mrs. 
Behling’s involvement in community 
affairs reaches back many more years. 

One of the first projects she worked 
on was developing a public beach for 
local children. The only beaches 
available at the time were out of town, 
which made it hard for working moth- 
ers, like herself. 

“T just felt a community sitting on 
this lake, that it was pretty stupid not 
to have a beach for kids. I always 
yelled for a beach in town.” 

It wasn’t an easy task. Working 


with other Boyne City organizations, 
a beach was first tried where the little 
league fields are now. Unfortunately, 
Mother Nature didn’t cooperate. The 
sand a]i washed away. A few other at- 
tempts also failed. Then when the 
Harborage was built, the city was able 
to swap some land it owned in the area 
to put together a piece of piece of 
property large enough for the Boyne 
City Beach. 

To say the least, she was pleased 
when the beach finally became‘a re- 
ality. “It was the happiest day of my 
life,” she said. Although her son was 
never able to enjoy the beach as a 
child, her granddaughter does. 

With her work on a variety of com- 
munity projects, Mrs. Behling de- 
cided it was time to run for the city 
commission. “I decided I wasn’t go- 
ing to get anyone in City Hall to lis- 
ten to me until I was on there,” she 
said. 

When some of her husband’s 
friends heard she was running, they 
went to Marshall to try to convince 
him to talk Thelma out of seeking a 
commission seat because they felt that 
with her on the commission it could 
hurt his business. “He told them, 
‘Hey, I haven't been able to tell her 
anything in 20 years.’” 

She was successful in her attempt 
and became the first woman elected 
to the commission. 

“When I got there I felt totally iso- 
lated,” Mrs. Behling said. Part of the 
isolation was due to her lack of expe- 
rience, the other she feels was because 
she was a woman. Other commission 
members couldn’t ignore her, how- 
ever, since “I always had a big 
mouth.” 

Her reputation prior to joining the 
commission may also have caused her 
some problems. In addition to the 
beach project, she was involved with 
groups pushing to re-open the public 
library after it closed when the school 
moved. There were other projects as 
well. 

“T think they had us labelled as a 
group of troublemakers,” Mrs. 
Behling said. Before long, one of 
those troublemakers became the 
mayor of Boyne City. 

One of the things of which she was 
most proud was the city’s master plan, 
the first one approved by any com- 
munity in northern Michigan. 

“We decided from the beginning it 
was not a bible, but a guideline. 
We've been flexible. We've had our 
battles, but I think we have done 
well.” 

While some residents complain 
about too much development, Mrs. 
Behling believes the city has done a 
good job of preserving open space, 
controlling the height of buildings and 
in protecting the integrity of the city. 

In addition to her city chores, Mrs. 
Behling also served as co-chair of the 
Charlevoix-Emmet Housing Com- 
mission, which offers assistance to 
tenants with housing problems. 
“We've been able to help a lot of 
people get into housing who other- 
wise wouldn't be able to,” she said. 

Through Mrs. Behling’s work with 
students, another community project 
was born, the Boyne City Commu- 
nity Christmas. 

“As school nurse you become fa- 
miliar with the needs of families and 
which ones needed help and you’d 
make sure they didn’t go without,” 
she said. 

That connection has resulted in a 
program which has grown to include 
the support of all churches, service 
organizations and many businesses in 
the community. Last Christmas more 
than 300 families received gift baskets. 

Support like this is what makes Mrs. 
Behling so proud of Boyne City. 
“When we have a problem it seems 
like the town comes through,” she 
said. “When we really need to come 
together, we do.”

My wife and I are 
new to the area and to northern Michigan. Our brief ex- 
posure has been very positive. During the summer we 
have had the opportunity to visit several. churches and, 
with only one exception, have been impressed with their 
adherence to scripture and Christ-centered worship. Dur- 
ing one of these services we leamed of a Boyne family 
that has dedicated considerable time to the youth of the 
area, both in their home, and in support of a youth center 
called the “Upper Room.” 

Sometimes Christian witness, however, is not as overt 
as we would prefer.

For several years we had a dream of offering a 
“mobile library” for people who could not get to 
the library proper. We were particularly inter- 
ested in reaching senior citizens and shut-ins, 
who may especially enjoy what the library can 
offer but have great difficulty reaching us. 
Because of a lack of appropriate staff and the 
increasing demands of the building project, the 
dream was put on hold. 

When we opened in the new building, I hired 
three new staff people. During the interview with 
applicant Wava Dietrich. I asked what she 
enjoyed most about her previous position at the 
Jordan Valley Pharmacy. When she said it was 
helping the senior citizens, I knew I had found 
the person I was looking for to run an outreach 
program at Litzenburger Place. 

On the third Tuesday of every month Wava 
takes three big bins of books, videos, magazines, 
and books on tape to the community room at 
Litzenburger Place for the residents to peruse 
and check out. I stopped in during a recent visit 
and was very impressed with the success of this 
program. People showed up before Wava was 
even done setting out the materials and began 
chatting with her about books, their families and 
friends, their health, or plans for the day. 

Wava greeted each one by name, and for many 
had set aside the next book in a series they were 
reading or a video she thought they might enjoy. 
One woman who was unable to come down to 
the community room asked that Wava drop by 
before she left. 7 

I learned later that not only did Wava stop by 
to visit, she also warmed up lunch for the lady 
before she left. This is what I call personal 
service. 

In the year that Wava has been delivering 
library materials to the folks at Litzenburger 
Place, 22 residents have checked out over 300 
items. I call the program an unqualified success, 
and Wava Dietrich a wonderful addition to the 
excellent staff at Boyne District Library.

Big changes at Boyne Falls Public School 


m Move to a trimester system puts Boyne Falls on the cutting edge, means adjustments

We believe that this is going to be an 


Boyne Falls Public School kicked 
off the school year on Tuesday, Aug. 
27, and along with all the typical 
back-to-school adjustments, students, 
staff, and administration are all be- 
ing called on to make an extra effort 
to make the school’s biggest transi- 
tion since moving to their new build- 
ing in 2000 -— the move to a trimes- 
ter system. 

One of only two districts in the state 
that Boyne Falis administrators are 
aware of that are utilizing the trimes- 
ter term structure, the school is ex- 
cited about what the move will mean 
for students — first and foremost, 
opportunity. 

Not only will the change increase 
the number of classes offered from 52 
to 75, but will also cut down on prepa- 
ration time for students and teachers. 
Though the length of the school year 
will remain the same, the year will 
be divided up into three terms rather 
than the traditional two, and the 
weekly schedule will consist of five, 
70-minute classes each day, five days 
per week. 

Each teacher is responsible for four 
classes per trimester, which decreases 
the number of classes per term by one 
but increases the classes per year 
overall by two, from 10 to 12. 

The configuration, said Boyne Falls 
principal Bill Aten, allowed the ad- 
ministration to increase course offer- 
ings without needing additional staff, 
as well as accommodate the school’s 
growing enrollment. 

“We have our largest freshman 
class entering the high school,” said 
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option other [districts] are going to con- 
sider .. .We look forward to great things.

school superintendent Mark Parsons, 
with more than 30 students. “That's 
too many for one section.” The tri- 
mester system will allow the school, 
with the same number of staff mem- 
bers, to facilitate double sections of 
classes. 

By maintaining the current level of 
staffing, Boyne Falls School is also 
able to maintain the level of instruc- 
tion that has facilitated their NCA 
accreditation, attained in 2000. “It’s 
real important to keep our NCA ac- 
creditation, real important to have 
credentialed teachers,’ Aten said. 

Curriculum expansions include ad- 
ditional requirements in the areas of 
technology, science and math; the 
class structure will also allow for con- 
tinued flexibility in terms of offering 
virtual classes via the Internet, as well 
as allow students to work college 
courses into the moming portion of 
their schedule, something which had 
not worked well logistically in the 
past. 

The concept of applying a trimes- 
ter system in Boyne Falls originated 
when Aten was engaged in a discus- 


sion at an education conference in 
July 2001 by representatives from 
Spring Lake School District tn the 
Muskegon area, who had already 
implemented a trimester system. 
modeled after a system currently be- 
ing utilized in a number of schools in 
Indiana, Ohio, and Colorado. 

When it became clear that the 
growth of Boyne Falls School in re- 
cent months would require the school 
to expand both offerings and class 
sections, Aten harkened back to the 
trimester concept as a way to increase 
curriculum without increasing staff. 

The next step was to gain consen- 
sus from the staff, to see if this was 
something everyone involved could 
get behind. As it turned out, it was, 
Aten said; in fact, the general re- 
sponse he received from staff mem- 
bers amounted to “‘fet’s do it tomor- 
row.” 

With staff support, administrators 
took the idea to the school board, as 
well as the PTO, student body, and 
community groups. Receiving a fa- 
vorable response all the way around, 
Aten then took a formal proposal to

Though the upsides are many, as in 
any other transiuion. there will be 
downsides as well, one of which is 
the loss of a traditional daily student 
enrichment period. a structured study 
hall time. 

Wath the revamped schedule, Aten 
said, “there wasn’t a place in the day 
to put that. The students and admin- 
istrators were not thrilled to lose that, 
but if we had to lose something, we 
felt that was something we could live 
without.” 

The new system will also mean an 
increase in the number of credits re- 
quired tor graduation. from 21 to 26. 
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To facilitate the transition for students 
already in the high school, the in- 
crease will be applied incrementally 
over four years, meaning that by the 
time the incoming freshman reach 
their senior year, the new require- 
ments will be fully implemented. 

Regardless of any transitional 
bumps inthe road. of which adminis- 
trators expect few. Boyne Falls 
School is optimistic about what the 
trimester system will mean in the fu- 
ture, both for their school and others. 

“We believe that this is going to be 
an option other ‘districts}) are going 
to consider fin the future},”” Parsons 
said.

Advance substation named for 


Former electric 


A Boyne City dairy farmer who was among three gen- 
erations of the Korthase family who collectively served 
more than 50 years as directors of Top O’ Michigan Elec- 
tric Co. (now Great Lakes Energy) was honored in a dedi- 
cation ceremony Aug. 20 at the Wolverine-Dilworth Inn. 

The new Advance substation will now be known as the 
William G. Korthase Jr. substation in honor of the man 
who served as a Top O’ Michigan director for more than 
15 years before cancer claimed his life in 1996. 

Attending the dedication ceremony were family mem- 
bers and officials with Great Lakes Energy and its power 
supplier, Wolverine Power Cooperative. 

The substation was completed in May 200} to replace 
the existing substation located at Wolverine’s dismantled 
Advance power plant. Located approximately one-half 
mile south of the plant, the William G. Korthase Jr. sub- 
Station serves as a major connecting point for Wolverine’s 
transmission system and helps assure that Great Lakes 
Energy customers continue to receive a dependable sup- 
ply of power. 

A plaque will be placed in the substation to honor the 
late director who “exemplified the spirit of electric coop- 
eratives with his commitment, leadership and hard work.” 

Also recognized were his father, the late William G. 
Korthase Sr., and his son, William E. Korthase, who owns 
Korthase Insurance & Financial Services. William G. 
Korthase Sr. served 35 years as a Top O' Michigan direc- 


co-op director 


tor and William E. served as director from 1996 to 1999, 

“Anyone who becomes acquainted with the Korthase 
family is acquainted with the best that America has to 
offer,” Great Lakes Energy director Fred Vermeersch 
said in his brief tribute to the family. “I think if there 
were an award for Mr. Grassroots Co-op, Bill Korthase 
should have it.” 

Vermeersch recalled the many school groups who vis- 
ited the Korthase farm over the years to see a dairy farm 
in operation. The Jate director's wife, Jean, often baked 
dozens of cookies for their young guests. 

Family members thanked co-op officials for the rec- 
ognition. William E. Korthase said it was an honor to 
serve in a position that both his father and grandfather 
had held. “Every Sunday when we visited my parents, 
dad would always talk about the co-op. He loved it.” 

The driving forces that led to electric co-ops like Top 
O' Michigan being formed more than 60 years ago were 
farmers like the Korthases who organized customer- 
owned, not-for-profit, cooperatives to bring electricity 
to their farms. 

The late director is survived by his wife, Jean. of 
Boyne City and six grown children: William E. and

City; Craig Korthase of Washington, D.C.; Dr. Sherry 
Korthase of Canton, Ga.: and Heidi Connor of Grand 
Rapids.
